Larger Attendance Desired — 
Several Counters i 
Practised 

Thé wrestlers held t^elr Wednesday 
evening practice in tb c Union las; 
night. Although there were not 
quite so large a number of students 
out as on Monday night, .the at< 
tendance was large enough fo make 
the workout a decided success.

Though Austria would nol 
abolish outright the local legislatures 
of Bohemia and Moravia, she did 
everything possible to keep them un- 
der her control and power, and every- 
thing was done to secure the domlna-

Czechs.

The fundamental and absorbing pur- 
pose of the Magyars has been, not to 
live and let ll\e. but forcibly to com- 
pel the other races to become Mag- 
yar. They have insisted on the use 
of their language in public offices, 
courts, schools railway service; In 
fact, in every case where It *a- pos- 
sible to do so. They have refused 
every concession to the various peo- 
ples who live with them within the 
boundaries of Hungary. They have, 
indeed, in every way tried to stamp 
out every peculiarity. But Hungary 
has not been Magyarl/.ed. The pow- 
er of resistance of the other race? 
has proven too strong. 
' Among the subjeot races so out- 
rageously governed, are the Slovaks, 
They have not been allowed their own 



tyrants. Their action at first, and 
this for various reasons, could only be 
passive.

Masaryk, acquainted with the prin- 
ciples of the American Declaration of 
Independence, sought to utilize them 
ae a source of Inspiration and set 
about the co-ordination "of the objec- 
tives of the oppressed people. Work- 
ing together there could be no. doubt 
of the success of the effort toward the 
dismemberment of the Dual Monarchy. 

The congress of the oppressed peo- 
ples of the Anstro-Hungarlan Empire, 
held at Rome in April, was the formal 
recognition that the various nations 
gathered under the flags of the Dual 
Monarchy were co-operating for the 
destruction of the oppressing power 
and the firm establishment of free
